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GCA ousted, President Cleveland 
remains, with decisions at 
General Council

Twelve resolutions were posi- 
tioned for action for the General 
Council, with the first and last reso- 
lution, like bookends, bringing for- 
ward the most contentious issues. 

General Council was held on Sat- 
urday, September 17, at the Alliant 
Energy Center in Madison, with 
Gerald Cleveland voted to the chair- 
person position. 

The first resolution, presented 
by Michelle DeCora, called for the 
dissolving of the General Council 
Agency (GCA) and the last asked 
for the removal of Ho-Chunk Nation 
President Wilfrid Cleveland, which 
was presented by Jeremy Rockman. 

The first resolution passed by a 
1 ,068 vote. The last resolution failed 
405 in favor and 1 ,386 against. 

Other resolutions were an approval 
of the GCA budget, an increase in 
per cap payments, a provision that 
says all General Council resolutions 
go into law if the Legislature doesn’t 
act on it with a year, a change in the 
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Ho-Chunk Nation President Wilfrid Cleveland defends 
himself against a resolution to remove him as president 
at the annual General Council meeting. 


Constitution that included 
protecting the rights of na- 
ture, providing homes to 
elders first, a program to 
provide alternative energy to 
elder homes, decreasing the 
age to be considered elders 
and elite elders, rescind last 
year’s resolution to protect 
the earth, provide children 
their trust fund when they 
turn 18, and provide health 
insurance to all tribal mem- 
bers. 

DeCora said she submitted 
the resolution based on the 
lack of output provided by 
the GCA. She said all she 
could find on the organiza- 
tion’s web site were meeting 
minutes and agendas. She 
cited the number of times 
the GCA members stayed 
in out-of-town hotels and 
claimed mileage, yet she 
could not find any reports of 
what they had accomplished. 
She objected with the $1 .4 
million budget. 

GCA Advocate Joy 
Thompson took the podium 
and explained that the per- 
son who normally posts 
items on the web site is 
gone and that person has not 
been replaced. She said she 
posts much of the informa- 
tion with the Hocak Worak 
and with the legislative 
aides. Also, of the $1 .4 mil- 
lion budget, $700,000 is to 
pay for the annual General 
Council meeting, she said. 


Parr Decorah of the GCA 
said the budget for GCA is 
voted upon by the General 
Council every year and last 
year the budget was voted 
down. The agency is in the 
Constitution and no one 
will get paid for the General 
Council meeting if the reso- 
lution is approved and GCA 
is dissolved. 

“It is not GCA’s money. 

It is the people’s money,” 
Chairman Cleveland said 
to a loud cheer. “They need 
to finish the duties of today. 
They get paid to the end of 
the day.” 

“It’s not the General 
Council Agency’s budget, 
but the General Council’s 
budget,” Thompson said. 

“It’s the legislative body 
that needs to be questioned,’' 
said Hazel Guerrero. “If we 
get rid of anyone, get rid of 
the legislative body. There 
are 156 General Council 
resolutions that haven’t been 
acted upon.” 

After the resolution to dis- 
solve the GCA was passed, 
a question arose about the 
next resolution, the passing 
of the GCA budget, if the 
resolution was passed to dis- 
solve the GCA. 

“We approved the agenda, 
which includes the GCA 
budget,” said Francis Deco- 
rah. “We have to move for- 
ward.” 

The budget was approved 


by a vote of 876-680. 

The other contentious 
issue was the removal of 
President Wilfrid Cleveland 
by means of a resolution 
introduced by Jeremy Rock- 
man. 

Rockman stated that 
Cleveland is a felon and that 
no information is available 
that he has ever been par- 
doned of that felony. 

“During his first tenure, I 
voted for Willy, not knowing 


of his felony,” said Cecelia 
Krause, who seconded the 
resolution. “The trust is 
gone. The background check 
was not done by the Elec- 
tion Board as it should have 
been done. We do not need 
service from this type of 
person.” 

Michelle Greendeer Rave 
spoke in defense of Cleve- 
land, saying that Jackson 
County District Attorney 
Gerald Fox first wrote a 
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A banner that states the Ho-Chunk Nation supports the anti-pipeline movement in 
North Dakota was displayed during the vote for a resolution to protect the rights of 
nature.

Twelve Clans, Inc. held its 
firTwelve Clans, Inc. held its 
first ever Annual Meeting of 
Shareholders at the Alliant 
Energy Center in Madison, 
Wisconsin, on Friday, Sep- 
tember 16, 2016, at 1 pm. 
How did I know that? I was 
one of nearly 4,000 tribal 
members, who are also share- 
holders in the federally char- 
tered corporation of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation, to be mailed a 
meeting notice. 

When I arrived at the Al- 
liant Energy Center’s empty 
parking lot, I knew most tribal 
members were “saving” them- 
selves for the annual General 
Council meeting that would 
be held the next day. There, 
they’d be compensated for 
their time. 

Two days earlier, I was also 
compensated for my time 
at my area meeting. $25 for 
nearly two hours of my day. 
That’s $12. 50/hour for you 
math wizards. TheHo-Chunk 
Nation adopted the $ 10/hour 
minimum wage, remember. 

I didn’t attend the meeting 
as editor of the Hocak Worak, 
but as an interested tribal 
member. I did make contact 
with Jay Calhoun and Jason 
Lambert, the vice-chairman 
and chairman of the board 
of Twelve Clans, Inc., about 
future articles for the paper 
while waiting for the meeting 
to start. 

The board also include 
Treasurer Joanne Whiterabbit, 
who is a tribal member, and 
Secretary Kelly Smith-Haley. 

This annual meeting, like 
the general council meeting, 
has to meet quorum as well. 
Needless to say, quorum was 
not met. There was probably 
30 to 40 people that showed 
up. 

A presentation of informa- 
tion was still given and a 


question and answer period 
was all held. 

The biggest news was 
that the former chairperson, 
Sharice Davids, stepped down 
to take her current position as 
a White House fellow. 

Other major news was that 
the board spent 52.9 percent 
below what was budgeted for 
the fiscal year of 2016. So 
instead of spending the full 
budget of $425,000, they only 
spent $200,000. I’ve never 
seen such watchful spending 
within the present day Ho- 
Chunk Nation government. 

One of the most hopefully 
bits of information I took 
away from the meeting was 
that “tribally-owned business- 
es that are formally insulated 
from political interference . . . 
are four times as likely to be 
profitable as businesses di- 
rectly controlled by the coun- 
cil or president.” I see that as 
a step in the right direction. 

The current holding of 
Twelve Clans, Inc. are: 
$600,000 in Operating Capital 
(cash), $2 million in Operat- 
ing Capital (certificates of 
deposit), and $0 in Investment 
Capital. The Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Legislature hasn’t offered 
up any money for the invest- 
ing. 

I did learn that Twelve 
Clans, Inc. is focused on 
private market investments 
rather than public market 
investments. They plan to 
be 80 percent private market 
invested by 2025, which is 9 
years away. I’m impressed by 
the long term planning they 
have done. 

I also learned that Akin 
Gump is their corporate coun- 
sel and they partnered with 
Meketa Investment Group for 
strategy and investment con- 
sultation. 

Lastly, they do have a 
Stakeholder Strategy Presen- 
tation and Capital Request 


planned for October 2016. So 
if you’re interested, keep an 
eye open for that information 
to come. 

One of my favorite quotes 
of the day was from Jay Cal- 
houn, who said, “We invite 
your criticism.” What I took 
away from that is he wants 
to hear what makes you mad 
about the current financial 
situation faced by tribal mem- 
bers. He wants to hear the 
complaints from the front 
lines. He wants insider infor- 
mation. 

I may be an optimist, but I 
think he wants to hear tribal 
members’ negatives so he 
can turn them into positives. 
Almost as if to say, we know 
you can only communication 
in negatives, so please com- 
municate with me in your 
best manner. I can decipher it 
myself into constructive con- 
cise thoughts without taking it 
personally. 

I remember going to a tribal 
event or meeting where one 
tribal member got up and 
asked someone, “How much 
do you make?” And the ques- 
tioned person answered hon- 
estly. I also remember think- 
ing what nerve of that person 
to ask such a question. 

Don’t we treat people how 


we want to be treated any- 
more? 

In reality, it was probably 
more about responsible fiscal 
spending and how do I get a 
job that pays well enough for 
me to feed my family and en- 
joy living life comfortably. 

Invest your time and energy 
into making yourself quali- 
fied for the position you want. 
Get over your hang-ups about 
the “white man’s education,” 
wanting to make money, or 
filling out paperwork. It’s a 
lot of hard work and dedica- 
tion. 

Like Gandhi said, “Be the 
change you want to see in the 
world.” 

Heck! Our elected officials 
don’t want the requirement 
of a college degree to “get 
hired.” But all the job de- 
scriptions that they pass re- 
quire one. What an irony. 

The 800 pound gorilla in 
the room is deciding what we 
want to be. Are we capitalist? 
Or are we communist? Maybe 
we’re capitalist with a com- 
munist sensibility? 

We want our government to 
move fast like a corporation 
to capitalize on investment 
opportunities so we can all 
get our slice of the pie. And 
we want people to be paid ac- 


cording to their abilities. 

With Twelve Clans, Inc., 
the goal is simple: produce 
revenue. 

Well, this board is made up 
of individuals who put in the 
work to be qualified and were 
selected. I know we all have 
our trust issues with outsider, 
as well as insiders, of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation. But I say offer 
them your ideas and what you 
think might work. Be recep- 
tive to their ideas. 

We do have stake in what 
results are produced. They 
need us more than we need 
them. We need them where 
we, as the Ho-Chunk Nation, 
fall short. We can plan and 
start up, but can’t grow and 
sustain. 

I left the meeting feeling 
inspired and thought about 
the parable of the acorn. In a 
nutshell, if we plant the acorn, 
one day we’ll walk through a 
forest of oak trees. If we do 
nothing with the acorn, it’ll 
be left to be stepped on and 
crushed by others walking 
through the forest or just rot 
in its place. 

We all know trees don’t 
grow from seeds into large 
trees overnight. We have 
to have patience and give it 
room to grow. It has to be 
watered and given sunlight. 

All we have to do is dig 
a hole, throw in the acorn, 
and let nature take its course. 
Who knows, maybe as little as 
five years from now, we’ll see 
a “sapling” of revenue in our 
bank accounts. 

But we have to take action. 
Acorns don’t plant them- 
selves.

The Ho-Chunk Nation Leg- 
islature placed the following 
legislation out for a 45 day 
public comment period: Ho- 
Chunk Nation Title Recording 
& Transfer Ordinance, Hous- 
ing for the General Welfare 
of Veterans, Elders and Non- 
Elders Act. Please look over 
these documents and submit 
your suggestions for changes. 
You can access these docu- 
ments on the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Website in the Legislature 
Section. 

A Quick Passage Amend- 
ment for the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Asset Management 
Policy was passed at the Sep- 
tember 20, 2016 Legislative 
Meeting. There were Quick 
Passage Amendments for the 
ERA and the Business Corpo- 
ration Ordinance on August 
23,2016. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation Leg- 
islature repealed the HCN Au- 
dit Law on September 7, 2016 
with a vote of 6-2-0. The Au- 
dit Law was repealed to avoid 
unnecessary confusion and 
duplicated services. 


The Ho-Chunk Nation Leg- 
islature held a confirmation 
hearing for Steve Abangan as 
the Executive Director of the 
Department of Treasury on 
September 20, 2016. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
passed a resolution which 
designates the primary and 
alternate representatives to the 
Tribal Transportation Program 
Coordinating Committee. 

The designees are Michael 
Moilanen (primary) and Brett 
Blackdeer (alternate). 

The Ho-Chunk Nation des- 
ignated members for National 
Congress of American Indians 
on September 20, 2016 which 
included delegates HCN 
President Wilfrid Cleveland 
and HCN Vice President Dar- 
ren Brinegar. The alternates 
included: Representative 
Douglas Greengrass, Rep- 
resentative Greg Blackdeer, 
Representative Lori Pettibone, 
Representative David Green- 
deer, Representative Henning 
Garvin, Representative Kathy 
DeCamp, Representative 
Shelby Visintin, Represen- 


tative Forrest Whiterabbit, 
Representative Matthew Mul- 
len, Representative Kathy leen 
LoneTree-Whiterabbit and 
Representative Robert Two- 
Bears. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
has an agreement with the 
Hispanic Chamber of Com- 
merce of Wisconsin which 
has an established program 
that will fit the needs of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation. The His- 
panic Chamber of Commerce 
will establish the Workforce 
Development Program within 
the Ho-Chunk Nation’s geo- 
graphic regions that will assist 
tribal members in gaining 
employment within or outside 
the Ho-Chunk Nation and 
training for workers. A reso- 
lution for an agreement was 
passed on August 9, 2016 at 
the Legislative Meeting with a 
vote of 10-1-1. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
passed a resolution on August 
23, 2016 to support the Stand- 
ing Rock Sioux Tribe in Op- 
position of the Dakota Access 
Pipeline with a unanimous 


vote of 11-0-0. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
passed a resolution for the 
Opposition to Expansion 
and Renovations of New and 
Existing Oil Pipelines and 
Authorization to Engage in 
Governmental Relations on 
September 20, 2016. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
passed a resolution to re- 
quest the Wisconsin DNR 
funds through the DNR Ur- 
ban Forestry Grant for Tree 
Planting, Elevated Risk Tree 
Removal, Arborist Training, 
and Completion of an Urban 
Tree Inventory for Ho-Chunk 
Nation Communities at the 
September 20, 2016 Legisla- 
tive Meeting. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
passed a resolution to autho- 
rize the Ho-Chunk Nation to 
conduct an Energy Audit on 
September 20, 2016 with a 
vote of 7-0-0. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation Leg- 
islature approved a 2016-2018 
Fire Service Agreement for 
$23,000 with the Black River 
Falls Fire Department for fire

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letter that Cleveland was a 
felon, then later recanted his 
information and said that he 
had made a mistake and that 
the original charges had been 
dropped down to a misde- 
meanor. 

“The deal is done. The D.A. 
made a mistake,” Greendeer 
Rave said. 

Wendy Huling, attorney 
for the Election Board, stated 
that a background check was 
performed on Cleveland and it 
came back that he hadn’t been 
convicted of a felony. 

“Willy had not been con- 
victed,” she said. “He never 
was a felon.” 

Cleveland took the podium 
and told the story of how had 
assaulted a policeman decades 
ago, but the charges had been 
dropped from a felony to a 
misdemeanor and that he had 
served his time for the viola- 
tion. 

Cleveland spoke for more 
than the usual allotted time, 
causing some audience mem- 
bers to jeer about the overage. 

“This is a serious situation 
- a removal of a president, 
which is very serious” said 
Chairperson Cleveland. “He 
needs to be able to defend 
himself and we should allow a 
couple extra minutes.” 

A vote was taken, with the 
majority voting down the 
resolution. 

In other business, Hazel 


Guerrero introduced a reso- 
lution to increase per capita 
payments, but was not specif- 
ic to the amount of increase. 

Krause said the amount of 
increase should be carefully 
considered because a sub- 
stantial increase may result in 
many people not qualifying 
for certain assistance pro- 
grams. 

Patrick Day said that if he 
were to receive a raise, it is 
possible he would lose his 
Medicaid, which he needs be- 
cause of his medical costs. 

“I’m worried. I wouldn’t 
know where to go. My month- 
ly bill would be skyrocket- 
ing,” Day said. “(Insurance) 
premiums would be very 
high. Vote no to the increase.” 

When the resolution passed, 
Chairman Cleveland said, 
“Enjoy your one dollar in- 
crease,” which was met with 
laughter. 

A resolution to automatical- 
ly make into law any General 
Council resolutions that are 
not acted upon by Legislature 
came up for discussion. 

“There are resolutions from 
2003 that have not yet been 
acted upon,” said Roberta 
Decorah. 

The resolution easily 
passed, with a vote of 1 ,226- 
376. 

William Greendeer spoke 
on behalf of a resolution for 
the Ho-Chunk Nation to pro-

tect the rights of nature. 

“We need environmental 
laws adequate to protect na- 
ture - from sand mines and 
pipelines,” Greendeer said. 
“We all stand together for the 
people of Standing Rock. We 
need to be doing this in Wis- 
consin as well.” 

“We are a sovereign na- 
tion,” said Cari Fay. “We 
need to stand together to save 
Mother Earth.” 

The resolution passed with 
a vote of 1,587-107. While 
the vote was being taken, a 
banner was displayed for pho- 
tographs that read, “The Ho- 
Chunk Nation supports Water 
is Life.” 

Joyce Warner introduced a 
resolution that would ensure 
housing for elite elders. The 
wording states that elite elders 
(age 70 +) would get homes 
within one year of approval 
of the resolution and no new 
homes would be provided 
until all the elite elders on 
the waiting list are provided 
homes. 

The resolution passed 
1,183-356. 

The next resolution also 
addressed elder housing, this 
time providing alternative 
energy, such as solar panels 
and wind turbines, to elders in 
their homes. This would de- 
crease their monthly overhead 
costs. The resolution passed 
1,372-231. 

Guerrero presented a reso- 
lution to lower the age of an 
elder from 60 to 50 and an 
elite elder from 70 to 60. That 
resolution failed with a vote 
of 630-1,112. 


David Snowball introduced 
a resolution to rescind a 
passed resolution from last 
year, one that protects the 
rights of nature. He said he 
heard, following the approval 
last year, the resolution was 
authored by a non-Ho-Chunk. 
He said he didn’t appreciate 
someone coming in and tell- 
ing us how to behave and to 
respect nature. 

“Have a Ho-Chunk write a 
new resolution,” he said. 

“We are all one people 
- black, white, brown - it 
doesn’t matter where it came 
from,” said Cari Fay. “I’m for 
Mother Nature. Are you?” 

The resolution was defeated 
624-782. 

Guerrero provided a reso- 
lution that would lower the 
children’s trust funds to 18, 
regardless of high school di- 
ploma. 

“They don’t deserve it un- 
less they get a diploma,” said 
Alicia Seifert. “They don’t 
deserve the money unless they 
get a diploma. Unless they 
act like an adult, they will be 
treated like a child.” 

“I can’t believe you brought 
this to General Council,” said 
Greendeer Rave. “You can’t 
even spell on the resolution.” 
The name on the resolution 
had several mistakes. 

The resolution failed 245- 
1,586. 

Bonnie K. Smith introduced 
a resolution to provide health 
insurance to all tribal mem- 
bers who need it. 

“There are members who 
don’t have it and it can be 
very costly for the people who

need it,” Smith said. 

“This will be very costly 
for the Nation,” said Roberta 
Decorah. “Health care costs 
are very high and there’s a 
way to pay bills through Con- 
tract Health.” 

Susan Slowey said that 
she got cut off from Contract 
Health because she didn’t 
apply for health insurance 
through the Affordable Care 
Act. Once she did, Contract 
Health paid for all her premi- 
ums. 

The resolution was defeated 
797-930.

In the Marine Corps he was 
a Radio Telegraph operator 
and served in the Vietnam 
War. He was Point man on 
many missions . This experi- 
ence was the most shattering 
encounter of his entire life 
and he witnessed the death of 
many of his fellow Marines. 

During his service he 
earned a National Defense 
Service Medal; Vietnamese 
Service medal; Vietnamese 
Campaign Medal; Vietnam- 
ese Cross of Gallantry and 
Combat Action Ribbon. He 
was Honorably Discharged 
at CommCo, SDT, MCB, 
MCDEC, Quantico, Virginia, 
on December 3, 1971 . 

He did not speak of the 
unspeakable but did come 
back to participate in the tra- 
ditional duties in naming and 
feathering ceremonies for his 
family. After a time fraught 
with Traumatic Stress disor- 
der from his Vietnam combat 
experiences, he emerged in a 
new forge of strength to assist 
the Hocak Nation. 

Dallas ran for elected of- 
fice of the Ho-Chunk Nation. 
He was elected in 1993. He 
served four consecutive terms: 
1993-1995; 1995-1999; 1999- 
2003; and 2003-2007. There 
were many accomplishments, 
wherein he worked to solidify 
the unity of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation. At one time there 
was a split in the 12 member 
governing body but because 
he was concerned about the 
Head Start children possibly 
not being able to continue 
due to this split he worked 
to bring the governing body 
together. Without a unified 
governing body the Ho-Chunk 
Tribe could not continue to re- 
ceive various funding for trib- 
al members and he brought 
opposing sides together. 

He was adamant about bet- 
ter housing for the Nation. 

As a young boy he helped his 
father dismantle some build- 
ings, salvage the lumber and 
build additional space to the 
family home. From that expe- 
rience he remained committed 
to achieve good and standard 


housing for tribal members. 

His greatest pride was in 
working toward the recogni- 
tion of other Native Ameri- 
cans who served in Vietnam. 
The Native Warriors went un- 
recognized and unappreciated 
by the United States Govern- 
ment. He garnered support 
and funds to help establish a 
monument dedicated to those 
Native Warrior Brothers who 
gave their lives, the ultimate 
sacrifice, in the Vietnam War. 
This monument of a Native 
Warrior carrying an Eagle 
Feather Flag and a rifle can 
be seen at the High Ground 
Memorial at Neillsville, Wis- 
consin. 

After his service on the Ho- 
Chunk Legislature he also 
worked to establish a pro- 
gram for Ho-Chunk Veterans 
Housing which was passed 
by the General Council of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation. The Ho- 
Chunk Legislature has strived 
to fulfill this law passed by 
the General Council and it is 
still a work in progress. Dal- 
las dedication was through 
his experience when after the 
War he had no place of his 
own to live and often slept 
on the ground or in his car. 

He did not want to see other 
Veterans suffer this same fate 
upon their return from armed 
conflict. 

He was determined to es- 
tablish another gaming facil- 
ity at Wittenberg, Wisconsin, 


because he felt that the tourist 
traffic would make this a prof- 
itable site for a casino. The 
third “ ancillary ” casino was 
built at Wittenberg on High- 
way 45 North and has proven 
to be a profitable venture. 

He also helped to support 
charitable contributions to 
communities located where 
Ho-Chunk tribal members 
live. Many contributions 
benefited other children and 
communities during his tenure 
in tribal office. High schools, 
children’s diabetes founda- 
tion, Special Olympics, Fire 
Departments and like chari- 
table organizations. 

In the time he served on the 
Ho-Chunk governing body, he 
worked with other Legislators 
to “form a more perfect gov- 
ernment, secure our rights, 
advance the general welfare, 
safeguard our interests, sus- 
tain our culture, promote our 
traditions and perpetuate 
our existence, and secure the 
natural and self-evident right 
to govern ourselves...” ( Pre- 
amble , Constitution of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation) . 

He joined Eternity on Au- 
gust 18, 2014. 

He was a true leader, a true 
Point Man for the Ho-Chunk 
Nation. 

Forever faithful. ” 

The expected completion 
date for the project is 2017. 
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Casino and hotel expansion project 
kicked off with groundbreaking ceremony

A groundbreaking cer- 
emony at Ho-Chunk Gaming 
- Black River Falls on Friday, 
September 23, marked the 
beginning of a new expansion 
project for both the casino and 
the hotel. 

Similar ceremonies had 
previously been held at Wit- 
tenberg and Wisconsin Dells 
casino locations. 

The Black River Falls lo- 
cation will expand to a 120- 
room hotel with a new entry, 
a bigger and redesigned ca- 
sino floor with 200 more slot 
machines, high-limit gaming 
tables, a remodeled buffet 
with more seating and a big- 
ger parking lot. 

The projects at Black River 
Falls, Wittenberg and Wis- 
consin Dells is planned to be 
completed by the end of 2017. 
During the construction pe- 
riod all casinos and hotels will 
continue to operate as usual. 

Greg Garvin opened the 
ceremony and Wilfrid Cleve- 
land provided the prayer. 

“I see nothing but good 
things coming for our peo- 
ple,” said Elliot Garvin, who 
was the keynote speaker for 
the ceremony. He then pro- 
vided a history of the casino 
and the community in the 
location. 

During the 70s the Ho- 
Chunk Housing Authority, 
predecessor to Ho-Chunk 
Housing and Community 
development (HHCDA), got 
funding for the area homes, 
giving Chloris Lowe Jr. credit 
for getting the funding. 

“Initially, the Ho-Chunk 
people owned some land on 
a gravel pit road, then traded 
lands to where the casino and 
Sandpillow homes sit today,” 
Garvin said. “They designed 
homes and were wise enough 
to reserve the land by the 
highway for businesses.” 

In the late 80s, casinos were 
legalized for Class 2 bingo, 
so they built a pole building 
and held bingo. Later they 
converted to a Class 3 casino, 
then opened casinos at Wis- 
consin Dells and Nekoosa. 

“They all were brought 
about by the efforts of our

ancestors. They have the fore- 
sight to plan ahead. In 1996, 
the present casino was built. 
Now the addition. It is the 
planning of our leaders that 
are looking out for our best 
interests,” he said. 

“Legislature has a diffi- 
cult job. I decided not to run 
because of the stress. Doug 
(Greengrass) and Lori (Pet- 
tibone) are doing a good job. 
It’s quite a commitment being 
away from family, attending 
conferences and meetings, 
rubbing elbows, all while 
keeping the best interest of 
the Nation in mind. At area 
meetings they get criticized 
and have to make tough po- 
litical decisions. My thanks 
to Doug and Lori and other 
legislators.” 

Robert Mudd thanked the 
president and the legislature, 
former president Jon Green- 
deer, all the people in Busi- 
ness Department who, over 
the years, made the addition 
and renovations possible, in- 
cluding Brian Decorah, Jon 
Warner, Bill Lowe, Sandy G., 
Jim Webster, Greg Garvin and 
Lletcher Collins, Rob Reider 
and Scott Maracek. He rec- 
ognized Rep. Pettibone and 
Rep. Greengrass present at the 
ceremony. 

Harry Corken, project man- 
ager of Hill International, the 
construction management 
firm, said he has worked in 


all parts of the world and now 
has selected to work at this 
project. 

“This is a momentous oc- 
casion, folks. The ground- 
breaking is a new era for the 


casino,” he said. “It has taken 
the team three years to get 
where we are today,” Corken 
said. “We hope we exceed ev- 
eryone’s expectations.”

Construction asked for pa- 
tience, that there are many 
challenges ahead, and that a 
number of challenges have 
to be accomplished in a short 
amount of time.

They walked across 
the downtown bridges chant- 
ing “water is life”, “you can’t 
drink oil, keep it in the soil” 
and “who do we stand with?... 
standing rock!” They had a lot 
of people who honked their 


horn and gave thumbs up in 
support. Lori Lopez with the 
help of her children Jesse 
and Nihzhonie also collected 
donations for a trailer that is 
being taken to Standing Rock 
from the Green Bay Area. 
They collected blankets, food, 
clothes, school supplies and 
many other items that could 
help the people in North Da- 
kota. 

Statement from Lori Lopez; 
“We have a lot of people who 
wanted to help our relatives 
in Standing Rock but not all 
of us have the finances or 
means to travel that far.

erational group of volunteer 
painters from Reedsburg and 
surrounding areas in the cre- 
ation of the mural which was 
inspired by an historical event 
occurring at Reedsburg Train 
Depot. In December of 1873, 
the US military attempted to 
forcibly remove Ho-Chunk 
Chief Ahuchoga, English 
translation “Blue Wing”, his 
family, and all Ho-Chunk 
people from their Wisconsin 
homelands. Reedsburg citi- 
zens sought legal action, spe- 
cifically protested Ahuchoga’s 
removal, and successfully 
foiled the military’s action. It 
is believed that this event may 
have inspired in part an end 
to the federal government’s 
inhumane policy of Indian re- 
location. The Hardware Store 
location was selected because 
of its visibility from the De- 
pot, now the Reedsburg Area 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Ahuchoga: Blue Wing’s 
Legacy project is a collabora- 
tion of Little Eagle Arts Foun- 
dation (LEAF) and Reedsburg 
Artslink. The project included 
the creation of the community 
mural, educational program- 
ming, a pop-up gallery show, 
and it will culminate with 
the October 8th dedication.

The current unemployment rate of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation is 42% as of 2015. From this 
percentage 23% of Ho-Chunk Nation tribal 
members are not looking for work and 19% 
are seeking employment. The employment 
rate of the Ho-Chunk Nation tribal member 
population is 40%. This data was provided 
by the Ho-Chunk Nation Labor Department 
from the Employment Verification Survey 
Form Results. At this point it isn’t determined 
if the high unemployment rate is a good thing 
or a bad thing. There is no data available that 
reveals the circumstances behind the high un- 
employment rates. There are service options 
available to job seekers. 

Ho-Chunk Nation Labor Department 

The Ho-Chunk Nation Labor Department 
can assist tribal members with the 477 Fed- 
eral Program, Limited Term Trainee Program 
(LTT), Training (Violence in the Workplace, 
Conflict Management, OSHA 10 & 30, Con-

Protection, Hazard Communication, Fire Safe- 
ty/Fire Extinguishers, CPR/First Aid, Power 
Industrial Trucks, Electrical Safety, Hazardous 
Materials Awareness, Recordkeeping, Incident 
Command Systems), Tribal Workforce Devel- 
opment and NPD-Funded Elder Community 
Work Program.

When it comes to the new- 
est technology in dentistry, 

Dr. Feras Alkhader knows his 
stuff. 

He began seeing patients on 
September 26, having started 
with the Nation on September 
19. 

Alkhader is originally from 
Jordan, got his dental degree 
in 2006, residency in 2007 
and his dental license that 
same year. 

Back home in the Middle 
East, Alkhader was working 
for the Department of Health, 
had his own private practice 
and conducted research of the 
salivary gland at the Al-Quds 
University School of Dentist- 
ry in Jerusalem in 2009. 



Dr. Feras Alkhader brings 
his world-wide knowledge 
of dentistry to the 
Ho-Chunk Nation. 

He came to the United 
States in 2012 and attended 
University of Louisiana 
School of Dentistry to receive 
his post-graduate degree in 
2013. He was practicing den- 
tistry in West Bend for three 
year before coming to the Ho- 
Chunk facility. 

He has completed many 
educational courses in root 
canals and cosmetic dentistry. 
A member of the American 
Dental Association and the 
Wisconsin Board of Dentistry. 

He is married and the 
couple have a three-week-old 
daughter. His hobbies include 
soccer, ping pong, volleyball, 
reading, traveling, explor- 
ing the area and making new 
friends. 

“This is a good community. 
It’s nice and most people are 


open-minded,” he said. “I 
want to be able to provide the 
best care for my patients. I’m 
trying to help with the mis- 
sion, which is to provide oral 
care for the community.” 

He understands that some 
people are nervous and per- 
haps reluctant to seek dental 
help because of bad experi- 
ences in the past. But the 
technology has improved so 
much that pain is not such an 
issue anymore. He points out 
that nitrous oxide is available 
for children and he has a de- 
vice that vibrates to numb an 
area so that the needle cannot 
be felt when using Novacain 
to numb the nerve before any 
procedure. 

“Science is more ad- 
vanced,” he said. “There is 
a fluoride available that will 
block decay for small chil- 
dren so that any drilling can 
be done later, when they are 
more mature.” 

Any dental procedure must 
be an informed one, with the 
patient fully understanding 
and agreeing to it. That’s why 
he performs all initial exams 
and them spends time with the 
patient to discuss the results 
and possible outcomes. 

“We have to do things in or- 
der, such as the patient wants 
whitening and needs to have 
a filling. We will whiten first, 
then match the resin bonded 
fillings to perfectly match the 
color of the teeth,” he said. 

He also uses an intraoral 
camera, which allows a small 
camera to look inside the 
mouth and the display on a 
screen for the patient to see. 

“I want to patient to be 
aware of everything,” he said. 
“That way the patient is more 
comfortable and more in 
compliance when you explain 
everything. It’s the unknown 
that scares people.” 

Alkhader compares in- 
formed dentistry to having 
navigation in a person’s car. If 
they know what is ahead, such 
as the routes and travel time, 
the driver feels more comfort- 
able. And when the patient 
knows what is being done 
and what will be the final out- 
come, the patient has less fear 
and is calmer. 
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Ho-Chunk, Native American 
culture celebrated at 
Traditional Labor Day Pow Wow

We should all remember 
where we came from. The 
Ho-Chunk Nations strongly 
believes this. So to remind 
its members where they came 
from, the tribe hosted the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Traditional La- 
bor Day Pow Wow in Black 
Rivers Falls over Labor Day 
weekend. 

“It keeps us grounded in our 
ways,” Master of Ceremonies 
Chris Grezlik said. “It gives 
us a chance to sing the songs, 
do the dances, and get reac- 
quainted with the next genera- 
tion.” 



The event took place on the 
local pow wow grounds, from 
September 3 to September 
5 . The celebration included 
dancing, singing, and drum- 
ming from some of the best 
talent in the area. 

“Labor Day is the unofficial 
end of summer,” Grezlik said. 
“So this is sort of like a time 
to have one big shebang be- 
fore the winter comes.” 

The pow wow generated a 
good turnout, drawing in dif- 
ferent tribes from all around 
the region. Many of those 
tribes even came from out-of- 
state. 

“We have a lot of tribes 
that were represented here,” 
Grezlik said. “Over 30 dif- 
ferent tribes were here this 
weekend.” 

Those in attendance got 


to see some familiar faces, 
and reconnect with some old 
friends and family. The mas- 
ter of ceremonies highlighted 
the importance of such rekin- 
dling. 

“It’s sad to say,” Grezlik 
said. “But I try to visit all 
the ones that I can because I 
know, somewhere along the 
line, we’re not all going to be 
here. Each and every one of 
us, we have some place that 
we have to go. So I try to 
take advantage of this time.” 

The main purpose of the 
pow wow, though, was to cel- 
ebrate the Ho-Chunk and Na- 
tive American culture. Drum- 
mers, dancers, and singers 
came by the hundreds to take 
part in that celebration. 

“We try to focus in on the 
Ho-Chunk culture and lan- 




guage,” Grezlik said. “We try 
to fit all the cultural needs that 
need to be put into place for 
these children as they grow 
because, as they grow, that’s 
going to make them the peo- 
ple they are. The person that 
they’re going to be is their 
culture.” 

All weekend, participants 
were reminded of that culture 
and the Ho-Chunk way. 

“It’s always given me a 
sense of identity,” Grezlik 
said. “I am proud of that. I’m 
proud of who I am. Being 
able to be a part of this circle 
has helped me throughout 
my lifetime because all of the 
teachings that you learn in 
here, you can apply to your 
everyday life.” 

By the end of the three-day 


weekend, the pow wow had 
accomplished its goal - leav- 
ing tribal members with a 
greater appreciation of Ho- 
Chunk culture than before 
they had stepped into the 
arena. For traditional dances 
had been danced. Traditional 
songs had been performed. 
And the tradition had been 
upheld. 

“All of those good things 
come into play when you 
come to a pow wow,” Grezlik 
said. “So I just want to say, 
‘Thank you,’ to the Ho-Chunk 
Nation for letting me be part 
of this celebration.” 

But until next year, the beat 
of the drums from this year’s 
Labor Day Pow Wow - which 
can still be felt - will just 
have to hold us over.

This determination 
may be appealed to the Committee on Tribal Enrollment (contact the Office of Tribal Enrollment) by any adult (18 years and older) enrolled Ho-Chunk Nation Member 
within sixty (60) Days after the date on which the Office of Tribal Enrollment publishes Notice of Eligibility for Membership.

Paternity Hearing . Pursuant to Hoc^x Nation Children and Family Act, Para. 3.35, the parties have a right to 
counsel at their own expense; a right to confront and cross-examine those appearing against them; a right to present 
and subpoena witnesses; a right to substitution of judge; and a right to a jury trial.
